ne lucky kid lives at 1600 
= Pennsylvania Avenue 
v4 today. But dozens of 
children have called the White 
House home. And some First Kids 
were major menaces. 

Abraham Lincoln’s sons, Willie 
and Tad, loved to dress up in Civil 
War uniforms and play army. Tad 
once even bombed the Cabinet 
Room door with his toy cannon! 
Another time, Tad and Willie 
crossed a few wires in the bell 
system. Then they laughed while 
their father’s aides ran around 
answering phantom “calls.” 

James Garfield’s sons swam in 
the fountain and rode their bikes 
through the White House halls. 
William Taft’s children loved to 
slide down the main stairway on 
tin trays. 

Then there was Benjamin 
McKee, Benjamin Harrison’s 
grandson. “Baby McKee” had 
a pet billy goat that pulled 
him in a wagon. One day 
the goat dragged Baby 
McKee into the street; a huffing, 
puffing President Harrison 
chased them down 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 

But the wildest kids to live 
in the White House 
were Iheodore 
Roosevelt’s family. Picture 
Kevin McCallister in the 
Home Alone movies—times 
six! Teddy’s gang walked 
through the flower beds on 


kangaroo 


stilts. They roller-skated in the East 
Room. They had water fights in the 
halls. One night they threw 
spitballs at a portrait of Andrew 
Jackson; their dad got them out of 
bed to scrape it clean. 

“The White House Gang” (as 
the kids called themselves) had a 
zoo that included a kangaroo rat 
and a black bear. Quentin, the 
youngest “zookeeper,” once 
dropped a snake on his dad’s desk 
during a meeting. Another time, 
when brother Archie had the 
measles, Quentin hustled their 
pony onto the elevator and up to 
Archie’s second-floor bedroom. 

Of course, not all First Kids trash 
the White House. President Carter’s 
daughter Amy once had a really 
tough homework assignment 
about the Industrial Revolution. 
Her mother asked an aide for help. 
Two days later, a truck delivered 

boxes of computer printouts on 
the Industrial Revolution. The 
staff thought the 
request came from 
the President and 

spent the whole 
weekend working on it! 
And what about Chelsea 
Clinton? Well, the current 
First Kid has lived 
in the White House 
for just over a year. 
She and her cat 
Socks have been 
keeping pretty quiet— 
so far.

@ Every car entering the White House 
grounds is “sniffed out” by a dog 
trained to find explosives. 

@ White House security keeps 
ground-to-air missiles hidden close by. 
Ifa plane invades the White House air 
space, security has less than a minute 
to decide if they should fire. 

@ A law forbids building anything 
over 4 feet tall in the park across the 
street from the White House. One 
winter, two guys built a 7-foot-tall 
igloo there. They were arrested and the 
igloo was torn down. The Secret Service 
thought it was big enough to hide a 
missile launcher. 

@ Security measures don’t stop at the 
gate. Threatening phone calls and 
suspicious packages are directed to the 
Secret Service. 

@ Even Chelsea has to put up with 
bodyguards. Secret Service agents 
sit through all her 
classes.
